RECOMMENDATION:   
 
Approve appropriation of $17,167 with resources of $17,167 from the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA), State and Local All-Hazard Planning Grant Program for funding enhancements of ongoing 
emergency operations planning program.  
 
SUMMARY:  
 
The Federal Emergency Management Agency has authorized grant funds to assist the State of Virginia and its 
localities to enhance ongoing local emergency operations planning and to begin the process of developing 
strategies for overall local preparedness.  The Virginia Department of Emergency Management is the 
designated state agency charged to manage this program.  This grant allows local governments to produce 
comprehensive plans that address preparation for and response to all threats, including terrorist attacks.  
These funds will be available to the City through approximately December 12 ,2003.   Funding is allocated as 
follows:  $17,167 for local preparedness emergency planning.
